Native American. dancers in full 
regalia will again take center stage al 
this year’s Day of the Eagle Pow wow 
in East Jordan on June 5-6. 

The traditional event will move 
from Old Boswell Field back to the 
old tribal grounds on Mill Street this 
year, but its central theme will remain 
the same 

“Yt is basically a celebration of 
life." said Gene Norton, president of 
the Anishinabe Intertribal Council 
which organizes the Pow wow. 

Norton said Native Americans are 
in the process of reclaiming who they 
are and what they are. 

Held for the elders and the young, 
the Pow wow is “used to teach our 
young that it’s good to be a Native 
American. 

“Theres nothing wrong with it,” 
he said. “We want to get our culture 
back. It’s something we've lost 
through the years.” 

The two-day event begins with a 
grand entry in which groups of danc- 
ers are introduced, beginning with the 
elders. The ceremony is then followed 
by tribal dancing and individual honor 
dancing throughout the day and into 
early evening, with breaks for feasts. 

As many as 200 dancers, ranging 
in age from as young as 4 years old 
to upwards of 70 years old, have at- 

- tended the pow wow and represent 
many Native American tribes.

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Utopic fantasy 
still lives on

If I had scads of money like Bill Gates or 
Oprah, U would buy miles of shoreline property, 
and leave it for all people to enjoy in perpetuity. 

Yes, that freshman fantasy of saving the world 
is still alive and well. ° 

It's no secret among those who know me best, 
my own utopic world includes shorelines, forests, 
farms, wetlands or any other natural area remain 
in its pristine state — devoid of any construction 
— with its splendor to be shared by all. 

But, unfortunately, in our society’s quest to 
grab a little piece of that beauty for ourselves, it’s 
disappearing bit by bit. 

A drive or stroll along Lake Charlevoix in 
Boyne City is evidence enough. Houses and 
condominiums whose massive rooflines grab the 
attention first, have all but gobbled up the lake 
frontage. 

Bricks, sticks and mortar interrupt expansive 
views, except for the 30 percent the city requires 
to remain obstruction-free, and from the shores 
of the parks of course. 

The view driving down Main Street these 
days toward Lake Charlevoix certainly takes 
your breath away. A stack of condos and row of 
garages have popped up like a dead-end street 
sign. 

I know this little utopic fantasy of mine is not 
reality. I know there’s no legal debate here. I 
don't want to argue property rights. The shoreline 
is privately owned, to be done with what may be 
done, within governmental ordinances, setbacks, 
and so forth. 

Who am [ ta say that a person shouldn't make 
money off of their property’? | did it myself when 
I sold my last house. It’s the American way. 
Where can the line really be drawn for making a 
buck? It can’t be. 

But will the masses ask in hindsight one day 
“why did we allow construction in these natural 
areas?” 

Will it become obvious to us, like knowing 
that dumping waste and chemicals into water- 
ways is bad for the environment and that smok- 
ing is bad for your health? 

Some argue that this construction — much of 
it second homes — provides a larger tax base for 
the area and that owners spend money in restau- 
rants and shops, keeping the economy going. 

~without adding -any extra burden to roads, 
schools, etc., because they're only here a few 
weekends of the year. 

This assumes that the almighty dollar ts more 
important than maintaining the natural beauty 
and ecology of an area —- the reason why many 
transplants, like myself, and cottage owners have 
flocked to northern Michigan in the first place. It 
goes without saying that building a structure on 
these beautiful spots renders them no longer 
beautiful regardless of shrubbery, architectural 
detail! or color scheme. Period. 

What if the Grand Canyon’s perimeter was 
lined with houses and condominiums? Unthink- 
able, right? (Not to mention, the backdrop 
wouldn’t have been as dramatic for Robby 
Knieval’s latest motorcycle jump.) 

A local conservationist points out that the 
shores of the Detroit River used to resemble the 
Jordan River. 

It’s not just the loss of unobstructed views that 
bums me out, but for the potential that someday, 
just maybe, a wealthy sort or the state will buy 
the land for more than just a few to enjoy. 

You know, utopia. 

Am I against development? No. Just doing it 
“responsibly.” A word whose definition could be 
debated ad nauseam. 

Some say the city should have purchased 
vacant shoreline lots. Of course this would be at 
an expense that would raise taxes — a worthy 
expense by some opionions — in order for the 
city to maintain it properly. But the city already 
owns much park land. It’s hard enough to 
maintain as it is. Is it really their responsibility 
anyway? 

People are drawn to the water and to the 
countryside to get away from it all. And right 
now, with a booming economy, the trend is front 
row seats for those who can secure mortgages. 
Urban sprawl has oozed even beyond the 
suburbs. Bumper-to-bumper traffic heading north 
on 1-75 over the holiday weekend is evidence 
enough. 

Once a structure is built, nature is gone. The 
view is gone. The possibility that a philanthropist 
will happen along and purchase the vacant 
property is gone. 

- Alas, the lakeshore's history is one of the 
community itself and interesting in its own right. 

Remnants from the logging era still coat the 
lake’s bottom. The Tannery, a monolithic bedrock 
of the community in the past, once hugged Lake 
Charlevoix’s shore. Who back then would have 
thought it would ever disappear? 

And considering the length of time any 
building in America remains intact — a couple 
hundred years is seen as quite an accomplishment 
— it probably won’t be long before the landscape 
changes again. 

I came across a published oral interview with 
poet Terry Wooten, who lives near Torch Lake. 
He said he was getting angry about the develop- 
ment on its shore and it was affecting his health. 

He said, “Every time they saw a view of water 
they wanted to build a condo. A voice inside me 
said: ‘Don’t worry about it. This is just another 
phase.

We can deal with 
this too. It’s just a temporary phase. Ten thousand 
years and all this development will be gone.’ So I 
stopped fighting so much.

Gardeners are generous by nature. Or by 
necessity. Or, sometimes, out of pure desperation. 

Sometimes it’s a case of pride in one’s handi- 
work, sometimes it’s wanting to share what bounty 
they’ ve been so fortunate as to have a hand in 
creating. Sometimes it’s just a matter of having too 
much of a good thing. Whatever the case may be, 
people who garden ike 10 share the wealth. 

Gardeners are usually more than happy to 
divide out the plants they have and pass out the 
extras to their friends and family. If someone 
admires a particular specimen, many gardeners are 
often ready and willing with the shovel or shears to 
dig out a portion or make a cutting. 

Gardeners with a little experience have learned 
that what we growin the garden is not static; 
whatever we give away will regenerate before we 
know it. We have the good fortune to be enamored 
of a hobby that is ever-renewing, and therefore 
well-suited to giving away. 

Gardeners are equally free with information. 
Inadvertently mention to a gardener that your 
tomatoes have hornworms, or that there is mildew 
on your phlox, and you'll probably get an unsolic- 
ited list of home remedies. Or if you have a 
problem spot in your yard, make mention of it in 
an off-hand sort of way in a gardeners company 
and you’ll probably soon receive Xeroxed lists of 
appropriate plants. 

Then there’s the obligatory vegetable surplus. 
Gardeners who grow vegetables are probably the 
most “giving” of all. Fortunately, most people are 
happy for the chance to enjoy home-grown 
produce, especially those who either don’t have the 
time or inclination to grow their own. 

I know I have provided neighbors, at times, 
with bags of zucchini, tomatoes, summer squash, 
and eggplant that might otherwise have rotted on 


the vine. Most veggie gardeners don’t set out to 
grow so much extra. but you don't really have to 
plan it. It’s astounding that what seemed like a 
few measly plants can produce enough produce to 
feed half the block, but sometimes, that’s the way 
it works out. 

This particular strain of generosity does 
occasionally get out of hand. If you're overzealous 
in your “donations.” friends and family may avoid 
you, crossing to the other side of the street, or 
pretending they're not home, to derail another 
well-intentioned delivery of surplus tomatoes or 
yet another bundle of rhubarb. I mean. there’s 
only so many things you cgn do with rhubarb. 

A co-worker recently related an anecdote from 
storyteller Garrison Keillor: It seems that produce- 
sharing of the zucchini variety in his tewn had 
become something of a plague, where the simple 
act of leaving his window open in a parking lot 
resulted in the anonymous donation of a bag of 
zucchini, plopped into the front seat. I’ve been 
there —.on both ends. 

But it’s not so much the produce, or the plants, 
or even the advice, as it 1s the spirit of the thing, I 
guess. The days of the old-fashioned over-the- 
fence chit chat have pretty much become a thing 
of the past. We don’t take the time to drop in on 
an old chum for a quick catch-up session or chat 
with the parents of our children’s friends. So it’s 
nice to have an excuse to find out how your 
neighbors are, or see what Grandma's up to. 

For me, it’s been a connection with my mom 
that I might not have had otherwise. We share a 
love for growing things. She gladly shares her 
knowledge with me, and I look forward to trading 
plants with her as our gardens mature. And, yes, 
she will surely be among the first recipients of my 
excess zucchini.

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- Hubble’s 
view not the 
same for all

One of my favorite on-line periodicals is the 
internet-based version of the Washington Post. A 
few days ago, one of the headlines cried “Scien- 
tists Narrow Birth Date of Universe.” The first 
paragraph said that a group of National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration (NASA) scientsts, 
using the Hubble Telescope, had discovered an 
infinitely important number — the rate at which 
cosmic objects are flying apart. 

At first, I was skeptical. “What does the rate 
at which cosmic objects are flying apart have to 
do with .. anything?” Reading on, I found the 
explanation for its importance. “[It is] a number 
that is key to understanding the age, size and fate 
of all creation.” 

Only one paragraph into the article, I already 
had some questions. What is “all creation?” 
Looking up the term “creation” Roget's II: The 
New Thesaurus, | found the most applicable 
definition was “the totality of all existing things.” 
Alright, I could understand that. 

I could somewhat accept that the age and size 
of all existing things could be determined, but I 


_ could not say the same for “fate.” In my mind, 


“fate” had always represented the “end” or 
“destination” of something. But in order not to 
tely too heavily on my implicit knowledge, I 
consulted my trusty thesaurus for “fate.” Every 
definition was similar, the most encompassing 
was, “‘to determine the future in advance.” 

With this newly found knowledge, I found 
that I could rephrase the initial quote as, “[It is} a 
number that is key to understanding the age, size, 
and the advance future of all existing things.” I 
wondered how could the end of all existing 
things be determined by a number? Despite 
those peculiarities, it looked noteworthy, so I 
kept reading. Apparently, NASA had already 
calculated the age of the universe, which they say 
has existed for sometime between 12 billion and 
13.5 billion years. 

At that point, I stopped and asked myself 
something. Am] overly critical? I had just 
criticized and analyzed nearly every part of the 
first paragraph — would my peers do the same? - 
In an effort to find out how the rest of the 
younger generation would respond to this 
scientific occurrence, I conducted an informal 
poll. The first lucky participant was a young 
woman (a leading candidate for valedictorian in 
2000). Much to my surprise, she replied bluntly, 
“{tdoes not affect me, 1am here now. The past 
was the past and I am living in the future. I will 
die soon.” 

Appalled that she did not consider this even td 
be remarkable in the slightest, I decided to shift 
my attention to a soon-to-graduate senior, a 
young man who was bound to have more 
common sense. “[The news] doesn’t affect me at 
all, Idon’t really care how old the universe is.” 
To justify his lack of interest, he explained, “I’m 
not much of a history person.” 

I returned to my article, which I hadn’t 
finished reading, and found a surprise awaited 
me. A second group of scientists, also using the 
Hubble Telescope, had claimed the age of the 
universe is much older. According to them, it is 
at least 14.5 billion years old, and probably older. 
The conflict between scientists played an integral 
part of the article, so I shared that with my 
friends as well. 

I asked another young lady what she thought 
of the debate, and which side she agreed with — 
the “olders” or “youngers.” “Hmmm. . .] think 
that they need to get their information straight. 
But if I had to say who I would side with,” she 
continued, “it would probably be the older of the 
two claims. Because things start to fall apart as 
they get older. . .and, well, the place is Stafting to 
look kind of shabby.” 

Next I asked a young man, another valedicto- 
rian candidate, what he thought of the “older vs. 
younger” debate. He took the safe route, “I 
wouldn’t take sides. . they'll be going back and 
forth on it for 20 years, I should imagine.” 

Hoping for more interesting news, and with 
the idea that I would find inspiration in the 
remaining few paragraphs of the article, I 
continued reading. I came across a surprising 
excerpt. “The quest for this number, as a funda- 
mental of nature, was a driving force behind the 
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The Boyne City Housing Commission believes 
that 90 percent of the items labeled as having 
“major,” “severe” or “minor” problems in a recent 
HUD housing inspection report to be non-existent 
altogether, said commission executive director Todd 
Sorenson. 

The results, posted last month on a HUD 
Internet site in follow-up to a Dec. 9 physical 
inspection, came as a surprise to the local commis- 
sion which found out the scores after they had been 
Teleased. Previous years’ inspections had resulted in 
excellent scores. 

“It just appears that the person, in my opinion, 
was incompetent,” Sorenson said, postulating that 
the inspector either didn’t know enough about the 
practical side of performing inspections or didn’t 
know how to use her computer. 

“We have taken great pains to train the people,” 
said Bill Hill, a liaison manager for HUD’s Real 
Estate Housing Assessment Center (REAC), the 
organization responsible for the inspection. He 
noted that inspectors are required to undergo 
training, pass a certification exam and meet other 
Minimum requirements. 

But the commission disagrees with the findings 


and is wondering what to do next. 

“We need to know how they expect us to deal 
with this matter,” Sorenson said. 

In mid May, HUD published a notice specifying 
how to respond with disagreements to inspectors’ 
official findings, but since these were only advisory 
scores, (he commission is in the dark as to what, or 
if, there is an appeal process. Sorenson’s calls to 
REAC since reviewing the report last week have 
gone unretuned. 

And even though it’s only an advisory score, 
Sorenson said they would like someone to come 
back out and perform a second inspection. 

“We're the ones suffering, not the inspector,” 
Sorenson said. 

He added that the commission has yet to receive 
a hard copy of the report. 

Hill said he believed the correspondence had 
been mailed out, but noted that the information on 
the Internet is identical to what would be mailed. 

Since these are advisory scores, Hill said they 
will not have an affect on the Public Housing 
Assessment System (PHAS) —- the official inspec- 
tion which will take place after the end of Septem- 
ber — except to give the housing commission a 
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Housing commission disagrees with HUD report 


potential illustration of where they may stand with 
the new system in place. 

“This gives them an idea where their difficulties 
lie when it goes live,” Hill said. 

He said at the same time REAC is making sure 
the information it collects and uses is correct and the 
results are valid. 

The assessment system is new and was devel- 
oped to try to remove the subjectivity of the 
inspection process using engineering guidelines and 
good building standards, Hill said, “so when our 
inspectors go from property A to property Z, they 
are looking at the same thing.” 

Before REAC was established, property inspec- 
tions were done with a pad of legal paper and with 
various sets of guidelines for different programs. 
Now information is recorded more objectively 
through handheld computers used during inspec- 
tions with information then downloaded into 
REAC’s computer system and onto its website. 

Regardless of the appeal process, or lack ihereof, 
Sorenson said the commission will contact legisla- 
tors to show them what the inspection showed and 
what the housing commission’s review showed. 


“If you took out what we viewed as mistakes (by 
the inspector), there’s no doubt we would have 
retained our high performer status,” Sorenson said. 

He cited an example of an apartment door at 
Litzenburger place which was assessed as having 
major damage, meaning it’s not serving its function 
of keeping the apartment secure, Sorenson ex- 
plained. He said there were scuff marks on the door 
from the resident’s walker, which furniture polish 
rubbed out.

“Our 
opinion is that the inspector couldn’t tell the 
difference because of lack of training or lack of 
practical knowledge.” 

Recently, the commission gave a tour of the 
facility to a representative from U.S. Sen. Spencer 
Abraham's office to demonstrate the report’s 
discrepancies. The commission also plans to issue a 
50 to 100 page report to Abraham, Sen. Carl Levin 
and Rep. Bart Stupak’s offices as well as to REAC 
“to let them know that this isn’t acceptable and this 
is not right,” Sorenson said.

The Boyne City Planning Commission is holding a special 
meeting at the Boyne City City Hall on Monday, June 7, at 
5:30 p.m. to discuss the development of a Traditional Neigh- 
borhood Design Zoning Ordinance. 

The city has retained McKenna Associates, Inc., a commu- 
nity planning consulting firm to help develop and implement 
the ordinance and project Manager Ken Dettloff will be at the 


meeting. 


Some principles of traditional neighborhood design, also 
described as new urbanism, include a variety of housing types, 
neighborhoods with focal points or gathering places such as 
squares of parks, well-placed civic buildings, and mixed uses 


within one building. 


Zoning specifications could include reinforcing the city’s 
unifying elements such as the downtown, parks, civic uses and 
other gathering places, creating zoning provisions to enforce 
downtown facade guidelines, providing regulations to 
reinforce neighborhood identity by discouraging demolition 
and requiring infill housing to conform to the established 
character, and to create provisions specifically tailored to 


Boyne City's waterfront. 


In creating the zoning ordinance, McKenna and Associates 
will not only produce the technical provisions needed, but will 
help to determine the nceds and desires of the community as 
well, and so they emphasize effective implementation as well 


as public support.

Former teacher will stand trial 
on sexual misconduct charges 


A former Boyne City teacher 
Christi Brilinski will ‘stand trial on 
sexual misconduct charges after a 
female student testified last week that 
she had a sexual relationship with her 
for more than a year. 

Brilinski, 44, a former track 
coach, athletic director and English 
teacher at Boyne City High School, 
was bound over Thursday to circuit 
court on three counts of criminal 
sexual conduct in the fourth degree. 

During her testimony, the former 
student said that she had numerous 
sexual encounters with Brilinski at 
Brilinski's home, at the Boyne City 
High School locker room and in 
Brilinski’s school office. 

The former student also said she 
told another Boyne City teacher 
about the sexual relationship years 
before police issued charges against 
Brilinski last month. The former stu- 
dent also testified that school officials 
knew Brilinski was not to have con- 
tact with her. : 

The former student, who is now 
20 years-old, testified that she and 
Brilinski became close friends dur- 
ing 1994, when the student was a 15- 
year-old freshman attending two of 
Brilinski’s classes.. The woman de- 
sctibed a life of a troubled teenager 
at odds with her parents and turning 
to Brilinski for help. 


The former student testified she 


went to live with Brilinski for 11 days 


__ during the summer of 1994 and that 


her parents had to get a court order 
and have Boyne City Police intervene 
to bring her home. The woman said 
Brilinski was manipulative and alien- 
ated her from friends and family. 
The former student also testified 
that even after her parents told school 
officials they did not want Brilinski 
to have any contact with their daugh- 
ter, Brilinski arranged for private ren- 
dezvous in a locker room. 
__ While the former student testified 
she never said “no” to Brilinski’s al- 
leged advances, she said Brilinski 
knew the encounters sickened her 
and that she vomited after several 
incidents, The woman also testified 


-that Brilinski told her that if she ever 


told anyone about the incidents it 
would “ruin” Brilinski’s life. 

Brilinski's defense attorney 
Randall Karfonta argued that even 
though the former student testified to 
a sexual relationship with Brilinski, 
the woman never accused her of force 
or coercion. He said therefore the 
criminal sexual conduct charges were 
unwarranted. 

But Prosecutor Mary Beth Kur 
said as a teacher Brilinski explajted 
the teenager and coerced her psycho- 
logically. 

District Court Judge Richard May 
said based on the testimony, the stu- 
dent was not emotionally stable dur- 


ing the alleged encounters, although 


the former student was 16 at the time 
-- the legal consent age. ; 
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The former student also testified 
that she tape-recorded a conversation 
with Brilinski in February. During 
that conversation, the woman told 
Brilinski she was going public with 
her accusations, The woman also tes- 
tified that Brilinski admitted to the 
sexual relationship on tape. 

The tape was not played during 
the hearings and defense attorney 
Karfonta has filed motions to sup- 
press that evidence. 

Brilinski resigned from the school 
district less than one month after the 
taped phone conversation. She had 
been employed with the district for 
13 years. 

The former student said she 
waited.until recently to tell authori- 
ties about the relationship because 
she had few friends and never felt she 
could tell anyone before. 

Brilinski did not testify at the 
hearing. She is currently free on a 


‘ personal recognizance bond and is 


hot to have contact with the former 
student. Brilinski will face a circuit 
court arraignment on June 11. 

Criminal sexual conduct in the 
fourth degree is a felony that carries 
a maximum penalty of two years in 
jail and a $500 fine. 

Brilinski also is charged with so- 
liciting a child for sex or other acts 
of indecency or delinquency. The’ 
misdemeanor offense carries a maxi- 
mum punishment of one yéar in jail.
